Due to the coronavirus pandemic, the April meeting was held on the 146.64 repeater. 


A Tribute to the Golden Age of Radio: The RARS Variety Show 
by Virginia Enzor NC4VA 


The program for the RARS March meeting was a tribute to the Golden Age of Radio, a time from the 
1930s and 1940s when families would gather around the radio to listen. 

Some of these years fell during the Great Depression. Most folks did without luxuries, and some strug- 
gled to make payments on necessities. Folks wanted their radios though, because radio brought news, 
entertainment and often an escape from hard times. 

Radios of this time period were not small devices. They were housed in sizable wooden cabinets that ac- 
commodated numerous large vacuum tubes. In fact, these radios resembled rather large elaborate piec- 
es of furniture. 

Families loved shows like "Amos 'n Andy," "Gunsmoke," "The Shadow," "Our Miss Brooks," "Superman," 
"Ellery Queen, "Dick Tracey," "Buck Rogers," and the "Sixty-Four Dollar Question." 

You might wonder how radio could hold a listener's interest for several hours at a time. The answer lies in 
the word imagination. Listeners imagined what people, places and situations looked like. 

To give folks a flavor of the Golden Age of Radio, we created the RARS Variety Show especially for the 
March “on the air” meeting. 

Since comedy shows were popular during the Golden Age of Radio, the first act of our variety program 
was a tribute to Abbott and Costello. Abbott and Costello were one of the most popular comedy teams in 
radio and television history; they became famous for their act, "Who's on First?" 

Jack Baker K4WFJ portrayed Abbott and baseball fan Rob Cox N4MN portrayed Costello in the hilarious 
routine “Who’s on First?” 

Mystery radio shows were big during the Golden Age of radio, and there was something called Five- 
Minute Mysteries. These five-minute mystery programs were used by stations as fillers; nonetheless, 
they were complete dramatizations with sound effects and music. These were thought-provoking pro- 
grams for budding detectives! 

Naturally, the second act of our variety show featured a Five-Minute Mystery by the RARS Radio Relay 
Rangers under the direction of John Honeycutt N8ZU. The Rangers presented “My Pal Patsy”, an original 
radio play adapted by the director for ham radio today. The play featured Carl Davis W8W2Z as the an-

nouncer and Patsy, John Honeycutt as Doctor Melville, Bob Chapman NC1X as Lem, and Joe Squashic 
WA4TTO as Gatti. It was a fun “who done it”! 

Finally, game shows were quite prevalent during the Golden Age of Radio! Some of you may have heard 
or heard of Quiz Kids, Professor Quiz, Uncle Jim’s Question Bee, Queen for a Day, Kay Kyser’s Kollege of 
Musical Knowledge, and Truth or Consequences. 

The final act of our variety show paid homage to game shows with a modern twist entitled, “What’s My 
Callsign?” with host Bob Brown N4GEB. Listeners guessed the callsigns of RARS members based on clues 
the game show host provided.
